The  Dissolution  of  one  Assembly  by  the  Demise  of  her 
late  Majestie  of  Another  by  the  Arival  of  A New  Patent 
from  his  present  Majestie  (whom  God  long  preserve)  Con- 
stituting me  Governour  of  this  Province  and  of  a third  by 
reason  of  a Circumstance  which  being  well  enough  known 
need  not  be  repeated,  Together  with  the  long  Sessions  at  York 
and  my  necessary  Attendance  on  the  Service  of  the  Fron- 
tiers have  been  the  occasion  of  putting  off  your  Meeting  in 
your  present  Capacities  till  now.  On  my  part  I bring  with 
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me  the  same  firm  purpose  of  using  the  powers  with  which  I 
have  the  Honour  to  be  Cloathed  for  the  ease  and  advantage 
of  the  Subject  as  well  as  for  the  Service  of  the  Crown,  which 
I have  ever  pursued,  And  now  bid  A fair  Defyance  to  the 
most  Malicious 

To  assign  one  Single  Instance  in  which  I have  Acted 
Counter  to  what  I now  profess  notwithstanding  the  false  and 
Groundless  Accusations  and  insinuations  to  ye  Contrary  from 
two  persons  on  the  other  Side*  who  pretend  to  have  been 
Instructed  from  this ; which  though  they  met  with  that  Con- 
tempt at  home  which  they  Deserved,  I could  not  wthout 
Injustice  to  myself  Let  pass  unmentioned  here. 

There  were  So  many  Good  Laws  for  the  ease  & Interest  of 
the  Subject  pass’d  in  the  last  Session  of  Assembly,  that  what 
is  left  for  you  to  do  cannot  take  up  much  time  You  are  not 
Ignorant  that  the  provision  made  for  the  Support  of  Govern- 
ment So  Scanty  in  it  Self  that  the  offices  are  become  a Bur- 
then to  those  that  bear  them  is  some  time  Expird  by  the 
limitation  of  the  Acts  which  made  it,  I hope  there  is  no 
necessity  of  Arguments  to  Induce  you  to  do  that  which  you 
all  know  to  be  yor  Duty  Expecially  at  a Time  when  that 
unreasonable  and  Damnable  Spirit  of  Fraction  [Faction]  at 
home  Cloathed  with  a pretended  Danger  to  the  Church  has 
Created  a Real  Danger  to  the  State  and  Disturbed  the  Gov- 
ernmfc  of  the  best  prince  that  ever  filled  the  Throne  (who 
took  occasion  upon  his  Accession  to  it,  to  Proclaim  himself 
the  Common  Father  of  all  his  people  by  Declaring  in  a pub- 
lick  manner  that  the  Indulgence  and  Toleration  Granted  by 
Law  to  Scrupulous  Consciences  was  no  ways  Inconsistant 
with  the  Civil  or  Religious  Constitution  of  the  Kingdom) 
and  that  in  favour  of  a personf  of  whom  we  know  nothing 
but  that  he  has  been  bred  up  in  A School  of  Enmity  and 
aversion  to  our  holy  Religion  & most  happy  Constitution 

But  it  is  with  Great  pleasure  that  I now  can  inform  you

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that  by  his  Majesties  prudence  precaution  Steady  Conduct 
and  prevailing  Interest  in  Europe,  He  has  restored  the 
Honour  and  Credit  of  the  Nation  renewed  the  Alliances  Freed 
its  Commerce  from  the  Shackles  in  which  it  was  Bound  by 
the  late  insidious  and  Treacharous  Treatys  of  Peace  and 
Commerce  and  by  the  blessing  of  God  has  well  nigh  Con- 
founded all  the  Devices  and  Hellish  Endeavours  of  his  rest- 
less and  Rebellious  Subjects  by  Defeating  their  Forces  and

In  pursuit  of  these  Good  purposes  I 
shall  heartily  Concur  with  you  and  Shall  as  occasion  offers 
put  you  in  mind  of  what  may  be  necessary  for  you  to  do  as  it 
occurs  to  me,  and  as  I am  Instructed  by  his  Majestie  whose 
Reign  I pray  God  may  be  long  and  prosperous  over  us.

The  Governour  Acquainted  the  Council  that  he  found  in 
the  votes  of  Saturday  last  his  Answer  to  the  Address  of  that 
Day  wrong  reported  And  that  there  was  besides  Somthing  in 
the  Same  Address  wanted  an  Explanation  for  which  cause  he 
thought  it  necessary  to  Send  them  A Message  in  writing  in 
the  following  words 
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To  the  House  of  Representatives  of  New  Jersey  met  at 
Amboy 

Finding  in  your  votes  of  Saturday  A Mistake  in  what  is 
there  reported  to  by  [be]  my  Answer  to  your  Address  of  that 
Day  to  prevent  further  mistakes  I have  thought  it  necessary 
to  Set  Down  now  in  writing  what  I then  said.  I told  you 
in  the  first  place,  that  I thought  all  Doubts  and  Scruples 
about  the  Session  at  Amboy  were  over  you  having  Qualified 
your  Selves  and  Sate  and  Acted  as  A House  of  Representa- 
tives there,  In  the  next  place  that  his  Majesties  Instructions 
which  are  the  Rule  of  Government  to  me  having  referred  that 
affair  to  the  Equal  and  Just  foot  upon  which  it  was  put  at 
the  Time  of  and  by  ye  Surrender  I could  not  Give  my  con- 
sent to  any  alteration  in  it  or  give  way  to  what  might  Elude 
the  purpose  & intent  of  that  Instruction  without  Giving 
Juster  Grounds  of  Complaint  against  me  then  I hitherto  had 
done.  Besides  that  I had  reasons  of  very  Great  weight 
which  made  it  Impracticable  for  me  either  to  hold  Councils 
or  Assembly s at  Burlington  at  this  time,*  So  far  was  an 
Answer  To  your  Address  But  seeing  many  present  who  had 
owned  that  they  were  fully  Convinced  of  the  necessity  of 
Calling  the  Assembly  to  Amboy,  I then  Address’d  my  Self 
to  the  whole  House  telling  them  that  I would  not  Repeat 
what  I thought  had  given  full  Satisfaction  to  many  of  their 
Members  in  that  matter,  as  follows ; The  power  of  Calling 
Parliaments  to  any  particular  place  being  an  Undoubted  part 
of  the  prerogative,  The  Late  Queens  approbation  of  a Law 
fixing  the  Sessions  of  Assembly  to  one  place  could  not  be 
otherwise  taken  or  Interpreted  then  The  Dispensing  with 
the  Exercise  of  that  part  of  her  Prerogative  which  could 
never  be  imagined  to  bind  up  her  Royal  Successor  in  that 
point.  Something  else  more  I then  Said  for  your  Informa- 
tion on  this  head  which  is  needless  to  repeat 

The  Speaker  Returned  and  Desired  I would  repeat  what  I 
had  Said  in  Answer  to  their  Address  for  the  Sake  of  his

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Memory  And  then  I repeated  to  him  as  near  as  I can 
remember  the  very  words,  which  follow.  Telling  him  that 
it  was  the  Substance  of  what  I had  said  viz11  That  his 
Majesties  Instructions  which  are  a Rule  of  Government 
(or  Law)  to  me  having  restored  that  affair  to  the  Jnst  and 
equal  Foot  upon  which  it  was -put  by  and  at  the  time  of  the 
Surrender  of  the  Government  by  the  proprietors  I could  not 
Give  my  Consent  to  any  Alteration  or  give  way  to  anything 
that  might  Elude  the  Intent  and  purpose  of  that  Instruction 
without  Giving  Juster  Grounds  of  Complaint  agfc  me  then  I 
had  hitherto  Given 

And  that  I had  reasons  of  great  weight  which  made  it 
Impracticable  for  me  to  hold  either  Councils  or  Assemblys 
at  Burlington  at  this  Time.  This  was  my  Answer  which  I 
Desire  may  be  inserted  in  your  Minutes  But  I believe  there 
is  not  one  amongst  you  who  will  affirm  that  he  heard  me  Say 
that  ye  Confirmation  of  that  Act  was  a part  of  the  prerogative 
of  ye  Crown  or  that  I Spoke  the  word  Temporary  for  I pro- 
fess I understand  neither  as  they  Stand  in  the  Votes 

But  there  is  one  thing  in  yor  Address  which  I think  wants 
an  Explanation.  You  have  Affirmed  there  that  you  are 
Intrusted  by  the  people  or  those  who  Sent  you  with  the 
Conservation  of  the  Laws.  I must  now  inform  you  that  the 
Conservation  of  the  Laws  take  ye  word  in  any  sence  it  will 
bear  is  Intrusted  to  me  by  his  Majesties  Letters  Patents  The 
Lords  Justices  during  the  Absence  of  the  Sovereign  have 
been  Somtimes  called  Conservatores  Regni,  which  is  of  the 
same  purport  and  meaning  wth  Conservatores  Legum  I can- 
not believe  that  you  meant  by  yfc  Expression  that  ye  people 
had  Intrusted  you  wth  the  Executive  powers  of  Govermn* 
whilst  you  well  know  that  by  his  Maties  Letters  Patents  by 
Virtue  of  wch  alone  you  Sit  as  an  Assembly  You  are  Intrusted 
wth  A third  Share  in  the  Legislative.

Whereas  it  is  Apparent  that  there  is  at  present  A Combina- 
tion Amongst  A Number  of  your  Members  to  Disappoint 
your  Meeting  and  Defeat  the  Ends  of  it  by  Their  Wilfull 
and  obstinate  Absenting  themselves  from  the  said  Meeting  as 
more  particularly  appears  by  Mr  William  Lawrence’s  remov- 
ing or  Obsconding  himself  this  day  when  you  were  A Num- 
ber which  by  yor  own  Opinion  was  Sufficient  to  Act  as  A 
House  of  Representatives  And  Whereas  ye  Giving  way  to 
Such  proceedings  can  tend  to  nothing  less  than  the  bringing

It  being  moved  in  Council  that  Mr  John  Talbot  a Presbiter 
or  pretended  presbiter  of  the  Church  of  England  had  not 
then  taken  the  Oaths,  It  was  the  unanimous  opinion  of  this 
Board  that  it  was  evident  and  Notorious  that  there  was  A 
Spirit  of  Division  and  faction  Industriously  raised  of  late 
and  kept  up  in  the  province  but  more  Conspicuously  in  the 
Western  Division  which  has  Endangered  ye  publick  peace 
and  Gone  far  towards  obstructing  the  publick  Business. 
That  from  what  All  of  them  know  from  Mr  Talbots  prsonal 
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Character  and  Conduct  from  what  they  had  heard  him  utter 
from  the  pulpit  against  y°  laws  in  force  or  Such  as  was  in 
Agitation  from  his  leaving  out  such  petitions  and  prayers  in 
the  Liturgy  as  he  did  not  like  or  approve,  particularly  the 
prayer  for  Victory  over  the  Sovereign’s  Enemies  both  in  the 
late  & present  Reign  and  from  his  Daily  Discourses  and 
Conversation  & the  natural  Consequences  of  these,  particu- 
larly almost  the  whole  Body  of  Such  as  he  calls  his  Congre-

Executed  the  Councills  Warrant  upon  Jeremiah  Bass  and 
has  him  Now  In  Custody,  but  that  he  was  Informed,  that 
he  could  not  Admitt  him  to  Baile  without  leave  from  this 
Board,  that  If  he  put  him  In  Goale,  the  Goale  was  unsuffi- 
cient to  hold  him,  and  his  Circumstances  such  that  he  durst 
not  leave  the  province — It  is  ordered  by  this  Board  that  the 
Sheriff  do  Admitt  Jeremiah  Bass  to  Baile  he  Entring  Into 
Recognizance  to  His  Majestie  before  one  of  His  Majesties 
Councill  for  this  Province  In  the  sum  of  three  Hundred 
pounds  with  Sufficient  Security  for  the  Sum  of  three  Hun- 
dred pounds  more  to  be  and  Appeare  At  Burlington  before 
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His  Majesties  Justices  at  the  Supreme  Court  of  this  Province 
held  there  the  first  tuesday  In  November  next,  and  to  Stand 
& Abide  the  determination  of  that  Court. 

This  Board  being  certainly  Informed  that  William  Clews, 
Jacob  Huling,  William  Hall,  Richard  Bull,  Henry  Joyce  & 
Daniell  Cox,  Late  Members  of  the  Generali  Assembly  of 
this  Province  & Expelled  by  the  same,  held  a meeting  with

Lockart,  with  divers  others  111  disposed  Persons  have  con- 
federated together  to  hinder  the  Generali  Assembly  of  this 
Province  from  sitting  and  Acting  As  A Generali  Assembly, 
and  to  defeat  & Render  Inaffectuall  the  good  purposes  of  the 
same  And  Whereas,  William  Hall,  William  Clews,  Richard

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position,  as  well,  as  In  full  Freedom — All  Cloggs  & Barrs 
being  Removed,  to  pursue  to  Effect  the  Good  Ends  of  your 
meeting,  and  make  Good  your  Engadgements  & promisses  In 
the  several  Addresses  of  the  Last  Session. 

The  true  Interests  of  the  People  & the  Government  are 
the  same,  I mean  A Government  of  Laws.

He  Invaded  the  Property  and  Injured  the  Freehold  of 
Your  Majesties  Subjects  by  carrying  [causing]  their  Timber 
to  be  fell'd  upon  their  Estates  and  carried  away  In  A very 
Illegall  manner,  and  by  burning  and  destroying  the  Deeds  of 
and  Titles  to  their  Land 

He  Past  All  the  Laws  Enacted  by  the  Assembly  of  both 
Provinces  In  A Stile  directly  contrary  to  His  Instructions 
Altho  otherwise  Advised  by  Her  Late  Majesties  Councill.

He  hath  by  frequent  & short  Prorogations  of  the  Assembly 
oblidged  Severall  of  the  Representatives  to  travell  many  Hun- 
dred of  Miles  backward  & forward  from  their  owne  habitation 
to  the  Place  where  the  Assembly  was  directed  to  sitt  without 
so  much  as  Ever  meeting  them  to  their  great  trouble  and 
Expence. 

He  hath  not  only  dispenced  with  but  Endeavoured  Entirely 
to  destroy  An  Act  of  Assembly  of  this  Province  that  Recieved

A Message  by  his  Excellency  In  writing  to  the  Speaker 
of  the  House  of  Representatives  (viz) 

Mr  Speaker,  The  Absence  of  the  Gentlemen  of  the  Councill 
obliges  me  to  dispence  with  some  Customary  forms,  and  Least 
business  should  stand  still,  to  Supply  that  want  by  this  Mes- 
sage In  the  meantime  I shall  take  care  According  to  the 
Powers  Granted  me  to  have  A Sufficient  Number  of  that 
Board  here  present,  before  any  thing  that  you  may  have  under 
your  consideration  shall  necessary[ly]  Require  their  Asistance. 

That  which  In  my  opinion  Requires  at  this  time  your 
Attention  and  more  Imediate  care,  Is  the  Support  of  His 
Majesties  Government  In  and  over  this  Province  The  Provi- 
sion made  for  that  Expiring  In  A few  Months  by  Its  short 
Limitation. 

As  to  measures  for  Advancing,  or  Rather  for  Giving  A 
being  to  Trade  Amongst  you,  The  Generalise  has  Shewed 
such  Aversion  to  Solid  ones,  and  others  such  A fondness  for 
Imaginary  & Ruinous  ones  that  without  the  Vertue  & Resolu- 
tion of  Serving  those  whom  you  Represent  Against  their 
Inclination  your  Endeavours  will  be  to  little  purpose,  but  If 
any  thing  of  that  Nature  fall  under  your  deliberation  I cannot 
think  of  A better  Guide,  than  A Just  Inspection  Into  the  State 
of  Trade  In  other  Provinces,  where  it  is  In  A Good  and  flour- 
ishing condition,  the  means  by  which  that  became  so  can  be 
no  mysteries,  where  it  is  otherwise  or  has  decayed  you’l  find 
the  true  cause  of  such  decay  conspicuous,  and  It  is  but  A 
reasonable  conclusion  that  what  has  destroyed  Trade,  or  that 
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on  which  it  Depends,  Creditt  In  one  Place,  cannot  be  the 
most  proper  means  Either  to  begin  it  or  preserve  it  In  an 
other. 

I Am  to  Acquaint  you  that  the  General  Assembly  of  New- 
York  have  Impowred  & Enabled  me  to  Appoint  proper  Per- 
sons for  Runing  the  Devision  Line  bewixt  this  Province 
and  that,  In  conjunction  with  such  Surveyors  and  Comissaries 
As  shall  be  Nominated  for  this,  In  order  to  prevent  future 
disputes  and  disquiet,  and  to  do  Justice  to  the  Proprietors 
on  the  borders  of  both,  A Like  Law  for  that  Purpose  is  neces- 
sary here. 

Former  Assemblies  or  Sessions  of  this  have  Passed  so 
many  Laws  for  the  Ease  of  the  Subject,  that  there  is  not 
much  left  of  that  kind  as  farr  as  I can  discern  for  you  to  do, 
but  If  any  more  can  be  thought  of,  If  they  are  consistant 
with  the  Rights  & Powers  of  the  Government,  and  true 
Interest  of  the  People,  I promise  you  my  Assent  to  them,  All 
this  I desire  may  be  by  you  Comunicated  to  the  House  of 
Representatives.

Your  Money  bills  are  out  of  Currency  by  the  Limitations 
of  the  Acts  which  Gave  it  them  jn  the  meantime  there  is  a 
Considerable  Sum  in  Such  Bills  Still  in  the  hands  of  private 
persons  to  their  Great  Losse,  It  is  Imputed  to  the  arrears  of 
Taxes  not  being  paid  that  they  are  not  Sunk  it  is  incumbent 
on  you  to  find  out  the  True  Cause  & a proper  Remedy 

The  General  Assembly  of  New-York  pass’d  an  Act  some

I am  also  to  put  you  in  mind  of  what  I formerly  Earnestly 
Recommended  to  you,  that  is  that  suitable  provision  be  made 
for  an  Agent  for  this  province  at  the  Court  of  Great  Britain, 
the  Lords  Commissioners  of  trade  have  in  many  of  their 
Letters  Complained  of  the  want  of  one,  this  being  the  Only 
province  in  his  Majestys  Dominions  which  has  none  and  by 
means  of  that  want  your  business,  stands  still  and  is  Delay’d 
there,  all  Such  business  which  I thought  Could  not  be  Delay’d 
without  Danger  or  Loss  to  the  Publick  Since  my  administra- 
tion haveing  been  Negotiated  by  persons  Employed  by  me  to 
my  very  Great  Expense  which  I hope  you  will  also  Consider. 

As  to  projects  of  trade  I have  had  no  Reason  to  Change

to  Support  the  same  more  particularly  with  Relation  to  any 
Setlements  that  may  have  been  made  by  the  English  on  the 
frontiers  towards  The  Lakes  and  Mountains,  you  will  at  the 
same  time  Inform  us  whether  the  Subjects  of  any  forreigne

Speaker  who  being  called  in  his  Excellency  required  them  to 
proceed  to  the  choise  of  a new  Speaker  and  then  they  with- 
drew and  Soon  after  returning  prayed  that  they  being  so  few 
in  number  they  might  be  adjourned  till  tomorrow 

Ordered  that  a proclamation  doe  Issue  to  adjourn  the 
Assembly  till  tomorrow  being  the  28th  Instant

Before  I make  any  Speech  to  you  all  I must  take  notice 
off  to  Some  of  you  of  the  undutyfull  behaviour  which  you 
have  Shewn  which  lays  you  open  to  be  Severely  Dealth  with 
According  to  law  as  Persons  in  a confederacy  against  the 
Government  but  as  I now  See  you  all  mett  I will  take  it  for 
Granted  that  you  are  Sensible  of  your  fault  and  are  now 
Sorry  for  itt  and  that  you  will  for  the  future  do  your  duty 
for  which  reasons  I am  ready  to  forget  and  forgive  what  is 
past  If  you  Give  me  noe  cause  to  remember  itt  and  to  con- 
vince you  that  these  are  my  Sentiments  I will  Speake  to  you 
as  I att  first  Intended,  and  then  made  the  following  Speech 

Gentlemen 

This  is  a Meeting  I have  wished  for  with  Impatience  tho’ 
my  affairs  oblidged  me  to  delay  itt  till  now.  I could  not 
have  a Better  foundation  for  thinking  well  of  this  Assembly 
than  the  character  my  prodecessor  gave  me  of  you,  And  I 
depend  on  the  like  harty  Inclinations  on  your  part  when  you 
reflect  on  his  merritt  and  affection  to  you  and  that  he  would 
not  have  made  the  way  So  easy  for  a person  wholly  unworthy 
to  Come  Among  You,  wee  are  both  happy  in  a large  share  of 
his  friendship,  and  as  we  really  have  butt  one  Common  In- 
trest  he  will  find  itt  no  difficult  matter  to  Act  up  to  his 
Resolutions  of  Serving  us  both  att  once  to  as  Great  advan- 
tage as  his  Capacity  and  Great  Creditt  att  home  will  Enable 
him 

I am  the  more  Encouraged  in  my  Expectations  from  you 
by  the  loyalty  to  his  Majesty  and  confidence  in  my  conduct 
which  the  Neighbouring  Collony  has  Shewn  in  a manner  of 
Granting  a revenue  I have  noe  Question  of  finding  the  Same 
disposition  in  You  and  You  need  not  doubt  of  my  dividing 
my  time  and  affections  proportionally  between  the  two 
Provinces. 

As  this  collony  is  dayly  increasing  in  People  and  the  land 
in  vallue  the  Support  of  Government  must  of  course  be 
Easyer  to  raise  than  formerly  and  the  necessity  off  officers  to 
Serve  in  Public  Stations  for  the  same  reasons  grows  dayly 
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Greater.  Butt  I find  that  unhappyly  the  Sallarys  of  the 
officers  have  been  diminished  when  they  ought  to  have  been 
Increased,  their  Encouragement  has  been  less  and  less  when 
their  trust  and  duty  has  been  Growing  Greater  & Greater,  I 
hope  you  will  find  an  effectual  remedy  for  this  Publick 
Grivance,  for  in  a free  Country  it  is  the  people  that  Suffers 
when  there  are  not  hands  Enough,  or  those  hands  not  Suffi- 
ciently Strengthened  on  whom  the  Burthen  of  Government 
Lyes  and  who  are  to  Answer  for  the  peace  and  order  of  the 
Country 

While  I am  observing  to  you  your  own  flourishing  condi- 
tion I cannot  without  Some  concern  take  notice  to  you  that 
the  creditt  of  so  fine  a collony  does  Suffer  by  So  Small  a 
Sume  of  Bills  as  I hear  are  yet  unprovided  for.  I can 
attribute  this  to  nothing  but  the  long  Intervall  Since  your 
last  meeting  and  I doubt  not  but  you  will  take  Imediate  care 
to  restore  your  creditt  now  that  you  have  an  opportunity 

If  you  can  think  of  making  any  laws  that  will  be  for  the 
benefitt  of  the  collony  I shall  very  readyly  Give  you  all  the 
assistance  there  in  that  my  powers  will  allow  And  as  a proof 
that  I think  your  Intrest  in  all  respects  the  same  with  my 
own  I can  assure  you  that  I never  Intend  to  leave  this 
Country  by  my  own  choice,  and  that  in  what  I do  in  a Pub- 
lick  Post  I still  consider  myselfe  as  one  that  will  have  a 
considerable  Stake  Among  you  as  a private  man  when  I shall 
be  thought  unfit  to  Govern  you  any  longer 

That  which  ought  to  have  the  greatest  weight  with  You 
when  you  enter  upon  those  matters  of  a public  nature  which 
I have  recommended  to  you,  is  that  I doe  not  Speake  of  my 
Selfe  but  according  to  the  powers  and  Instructions,  I have 
received  from  my  Royall  Master  whose  bright  and  amiable 
character  Endears  him  to  all  man  kind  and  whose  Steady 
and  Resolute  conduct  has  Broke  all  the  measures  of  the 
Enemy’s  of  his  Government,  So  that  he  now  Enjoys  a peace- 
able crown  att  home,  and  holds  the  Ballance  of  Power  abroad 

Happy  are  the  people  that  have  Such  a King  and  Such  a 
Glorious  prospect  of  a protestant  Succession  after  him  which 
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may  Secure  to  posterity  the  Enjoyment  of  Liberty  and  prop- 
erty and  Entire  freedom  in  the  Exercise  of  Religion.  I hope 
yo«  have  a Just  Sence  of  your  Share  in  these  blessings  and 
that  it  will  work  in  you  all  that  duty  and  Gratitude  which 
may  be  Expected  from  Good  Subjects  to  Such  a prince  and 
will  be  Best  Expressed  by  a duty  full  behaviour  to  those 
whom  he  has  put  in  authority  over  you

the  common  wealths  peaces  or  Quiet  of  his  Majesty’s  Realm 
or  this  province  but  you  Shall  with  all  dilligence  reveall  and

The  Sheriff  attending  with  George  Willocks  whome  the 
Sheriff  had  in  Custody  by  virtue  of  a warrant  of  this  date 
from  his  Excellency  Setting  forth  that  he  was  Informed  the 
said  George  was  lately  come  to  Town  and  was  a person  dis- 
affected to  his  majesties  person  and  family  and  that  in  diverse 
companies  he  had  Spoke  words  tending  to  Sedition  and  Anni- 
mating  the  people  against  his  Majesty’s  Government  of  this 
province.  And  being  called  in  his  Excellency  Acquainted 
him  that  he  was  Informed  that  he  the  said  George  was  a per- 
son disaffected  to  his  majesties  person  and  family  and  Desire- 
ing  him  to  clear  himselfe  of  that  Imputation  by  taking  the 
oath  to  his  Majesty,  which  he  absolutely  refused  to  take. 

And  it  appearing  by  the  Oath  of  James  Alexander  that 
two  days  agoe  the  said  George  had  Said  these  words  that  If 
I were  of  the  Assembly  I would  give  the  Governour  a pill, 
and  being  askt  what  pill  he  answered  A remonstronce  and 
Said  further  it  was  a very  Easy  thing  to  make  a party  against 
the  Government  or  to  that  purpose  George  Willocks  to  the 
Same  did  answer  In  presence  of  this  board  that  I know 
nothing  as  to  your  pills  nor  powders  but  the  people  of  this 
province  being  a Rebellious  people  I do  think  and  I always 
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thought  it  was  an  easy  thing  to  raise  a party  amongst  them 
Against  the  Government  where  upon  his  Excellency  recom- 
mended to  the  Chiefe  Justice,  who  then  attended  to  bind  the 
said  George  to  his  Good  Behaviour 

the  Chiefe  Justice  accordingly  committed  the  said  George 
Willocks  to  the  custody  of  the  Sheriff  till  he  find  Security 
for  his  Good  behaviour  in  the  Sume  of  five  hundred  pounds1

Gentlemen 

When  I spoke  last  to  you  I hoped  to  find  you  in  a dispo- 
sition suitable  to  the  character  Given  me  of  you  by  my  pre- 
decessor for  tho’  Some  of  your  body  had  been  led  aside  into 
a practise  dangerous  to  the  publique  peace  & deragotory  to 
his  Majesties  prerogative.  Yett  Since  they  returned  to  their 
duty  I was  ready  to  Impute  itt  wholly  to  a mistaken  opinion 
and  not  to  any  111  designs  this  made  me  unwilling  to  have 
recourse  to  the  Severe  methods  the  law  prescribes  in  Such

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cases,  not  doubting  but  a mild  treatment  would  att  last  Gain 
upon  you  Especially  Since  you  have  had  time  Given  you  to 
lay  a side  your  heats  and  animosities  and  to  weigh  coolly 
what  fatal  1 consequences  they  must  have  when  they  come  to 
a hight  in  any  part  of  the  legislature  among  themselves,  or 
between  them  and  another  branch  of  itt  I should  be  very 
Sorry  that  my  Intentions  and  Endeavours  to  promote  peace 
and  Stop  dissentions  among  yourselves  Should  be  differently 
Interpreted ; But  as  I mentioned  to  you  before  it  is  not  my 
own  thoughts  that  I Expect  Should  have  the  most  weight 
with  you  but  the  Instructions  I have  recd  from  my  royall 
master  and  that  you  may  See  how  Short  your  Resolves  have 
hitherto  fallen  of  them  and  that  this  way  of  proceeding  in 
you  may  no  longer  arrise  from  your  not  knowing  them  I will 
repeat  to  you  the  very  words  of  his  majestys  thirty  Sixth 
Instruction  to  me 

“ It  is  our  Express  will  and  pleasure  that  no  law  for  Raise- 
“ ing  any  Imposition  on  Wines  or  other  Strong  Liquors  be 
u made  to  Continue  for  less  than  one  whole  Year  and  that  all 
“ other  laws  made  for  the  Supply  and  Support  of  the  Gov- 
“ ernment  Shall  be  Indefinite  and  without  Limitation  Except 
“ the  same  be  for  a temporary  Service  and  which  shall  Expire 
“and  have  their  full  Effect  within  the  time  therein  prefixed 

The  meaning  of  this  Instruction  will  best  appear  to  you 
from  the  practice  of  the  of  the  parliament  of  Great  Brittain 
who  constantly  at  the  accession  of  a new  prince  to  the  throne 
Settle  a revenue  for  the  intire  support  of  the  Civill  Govern- 
ment dureing  the  life  of  the  prince  which  is  an  Indefinite 
term,  and  is  the  least  that  can  be  Intended  by  this  Instruction 

I have  now  communicated  his  Majesties  Pleasure  to  you 
and  have  made  use  of  the  method  of  proroguing  you  that 
you  might  have  the  Better  opportunity  to  begin  a new  in  a 
manner  that  may  Shew  your  loyalty  to' his  Majesty’s  person 
and  your  Regard  to  his  commands  and  here  I Desire  you  to 
consider  how  you  can  Expect  his  majesties  confirmation  of 
Laws  that  you  think  for  your  own  advantage  if  you  do  not 
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prepare  laws  for  the  support  of  Government  in  the  manner 
he  directs 

I cannot  omitt  Observing  to  you  that  long  Sessions  of 
Assembly  have  been  Constantly  a Great  Burthen  and  Expence 
to  this  province  and  nearly  as  much  as  the  whole  Support  of 
Government  and  this  has  happened,  because  the  Support  was 
to  be  Settled  A new  att  every  Sessions.  Whereas  if  you  once 
Settled  a lasting  revenue  you  will  be  Able  to  go  through  all 
other  Busynees  in  Shorter  Meetings  which  I promise  dureing 
my  stay  among  you,  that  you  Shall  have  as  often  as  you 
desire  this  will  Enable  you  to  Serve  those  you  represent  as 
Effectually  as  Ever  and  with  much  less  charge  to  them  then 
formerly  and  thereby  remove  [the  burthen  and  expense  ?] 
which  I am  Informed  has  been  all  along  the  universale  com- 
plaint of  the  Country 

As  we  agree  in  the  Same  End  which  is  to  Study  the 
advancement  Intrest  and  ease  of  the  Collony,  wee  cannot 
long  differ  in  the  means  of  attaining  itt  nor  Can  I doubt  in

Your  message  by  Major  Harrison  and  Mr  Doughty  is  the 
Occasion  of  my  Requiring  your  attendance  at  this  time  to 
Acquaint  you  that  every  Member  of  your  house  is  to  be 
Sworn  before  the  Governor  and  that  the  practise  has  been 
always  so  since  this  Government  come  under  the  more 
Immediate  administration  of  the  Crown  the  Councill  being 
now  Sitting  your  new  Members  Shall  be  qualified  as  Soon  as 
they  attend  for  that  purpose 

I take  this  opportunity  to  Observe  to  you  that  among  the 
printed  Acts  of  this  province  I find  an  act  Intituled  an  act 
Regulating  the  Quallifycation  of  representatives  to  Serve  in 
General  Assembly  in  this  province  of  New  Jersey ; as  also 
an  act  for  better  Qualifying  Representatives  to  Serve  in 
Generali  Assembly  within  this  province. 

I think  it  my  duty  to  acquaint  you  that  those  acts  are  not 
in  force  having  never  been  confirmed  by  his  Majesty  before 
which  noe  act  can  take  place  where  additions  or  alterations 
are  made  to  the  terms  of  the  following  Instruction  neither 
can  these  acts  be  transmitted  to  his  Majesty  for  his  approba- 
tion because  the  Originall  acts  are  not  to  be  found  upon 
record,  The  Entire  Sixteenth  Instruction  from  his  majesty  to 
me  is  word  for  word  as  follows 

“ Whereas  in  a Clause  in  the  Instructions  Given  by  her 
“ late  Majestie  Queen  Ann  to  our  Right  trusty  and  Right 
“ well  beloved  Cousin  Edward  Earle  of  Clarendon  then  lord 
“ Cornbury  the  representatives  for  the  Generali  Assembly  of 
“ New  Jersey  were  appointed  to  be  chosen  as  follows  viz*1 — 
“Two  by  the  Inhabitants  house  houlders  of  the  citty  or 
“town  of  Perth  Amboy  in  East  New  Jersey  two  by  the 
“ Inhabitants  house  holders  of  the  citty  and  town  of  Brid- 
“ lington  in  West  New  Jersey  ten  by  the  freeholders  of  East 
“ New  Jersey  and  ten  by  the  Freeholders  of  West  New  Jer- 
“ sey  and  itt  having  been  represented  unto  us  that  severall 
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“ inconveniences  have  arrissen  from  the  manner  of  Chuseing 
“ Representatives  in  our  said  province  It  is  our  will  & pleas-

“ of  being  elected  a representative  by  the  freeholders  of  Either 
“division  as  afforesd  or  afterwards  of  Sitting  in  General

A Message  from  the  house  of  Representatives  by  Jeremiah 
Bass  Esqr  and  John  Kay  in  these  words 

The  house  of  representatives  for  the  province  of  New  Jer- 
sey having  taken  into  consideration  that  part  of  your  Excel- 
lencys  Speech  relating  to  the  Quallifying  of  members  in 
these  words  (that  every  member  of  your  house  is  to  be  Sworn 
before  the  Governour  and  that  the  practise  has  been  Allways 
so  since  this  Government  came  under  the  more  Imediate 
administration  of  the  crown)  beg  leave  to  Inform  your 
Excellency  that  on  a Due  Inspection  into  the  Jour  nails  of 
this  house  do  find  that  on  the  19th  of  december  1710  Robert 
Wheeler  Esqr  was  by  the  Clarke  of  the  crown  Quallifyed  in 
the  house  as  one  of  the  members  for  the  town  of  Burlington, 
and  that  on  the  28th  of  Novbr  1716  John  Kay  Esqre  a mem- 
ber returned  for  the  county  of  Gloster,  and  Richard  Johnson 
Esqre  in  whose  place  John  Mason  is  now  returned  as  a mem- 
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her  for  the  town  of  Salem  were  by  the  clarke  of  the  Crown 
quallifyed  in  the  house  and  also  that  William  Eires  Esqr  att 
the  same  Sessions  was  Quallifyed  by  the  clarke  of  the  crown 
in  the  house  as  a member  of  the  Citty  of  Perth  Amboy  and 
do  not  find  any  president  that  ever  itt  was  refused  when 
directed  by  the  house 

Which  Message  being  fully  considered  and  the  whole 
minutes  of  the  councill  and  Assembly  Searcht  it  is  ordered 
by  his  Excellency  that  the  clarke  of  the  councill  do  acquaint 
the  house  of  Representatives,  that  his  Excell  has  Considered 
their  Said  message  and  finds  nothing  in  the  Instances  they 
there  mentioned  but  what  is  Easyly  reconsiled  with  his  Speech 
to  them,  in  which  he  told  them,  that  every  member  of  the 
house  is  to  be  sworn  before  the  Governour,  that  is  to  Say  If 
he  require  itt,  He  may  Indeed  do  it  If  he  pleases  by  a Com- 
mission to  Another  person 

Their  Instances  only  Shew  that  the  Governour  has  Some- 
times Suffered  the  Clarke  of  the  Crown  to  do  it,  but  do  not 
att  all  prove  that  they  have  any  pretence  to  demand  of  him 
that  it  be  done  in  that  manner,  as  also  its  Ordered  that  he 
tell  them  that  his  Excellency  has  looked  into  the  minutes  of 
Councill  and  there  finds  the  practice  always  the  same,  and 
particularly  That  on  the  27th  day  of  Novbr  1716  The 
minute  of  Councill  is  thus  Mr  Speaker  and  Severall  of  the 
representatives  attended  his  Excellency  in  councill  and  de- 
sired that  three  of  their  members  lately  Ellected  might  be 
Quallifyed  to  Act  which  was  accordingly  Done 

His  Excellency  Ordered  the  clerk  to  Acquaint  them  fur- 
ther that  he  has  Examined  into  their  Journalls  and  there 
finds  that  on  the  28th  december  1716  it  was  Ordered  “That 
“ mr  Jeremiah  Bass  and  mr  Elisha  Lawrence  do  Goe  with  mr 
“ Jacob  Spicer  to  his  Excellency  and  desire  that  he  might  be 
u Quallifyed  in  Order  to  take  his  place  in  the  house ; and  mr 
“ Jeremiah  Bass  acquainted  the  house  that  himselfe  and  mr 
u Lawrence  had  seen  mr  Jacob  Spicer  qualifyed  as  the  law 
“ Directs,  Both  which  are  Instances  of  their  desireing  that 
their  members  might  be  qualifyed  before  the  Governour  but 
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found  no  Instance  of  their  Ever  desireing  that  they  might 
be  Quallifyed  by  the  clarke  of  the  crown  in  their  own  house 
which  could  never  be  refused  if  it  was  never  desired,  he  is 
further  ordered  to  Acquaint  them  that  he  Expects  that  with- 
out further  loss  of  time  their  new  members  do  attend  them 
in  Order  to  be  Qualifyed  in  his  presence  where  any  other  of 
their  body  may  be  present  as  witnesses

His  Excellency  communicated  to  this  board  a Letter  he 
designed  to  send  to  the  Speaker  of  the  assembly  concerning 
the  resolves  made  Yesterday  by  the  house  of  Representatives

Mr  Speaker 

finding  in  your  votes  of  Yesterday  Severall  resolves  which 
Seem  intended  for  Answers  to  what  I lately  Said  to  your 
house  I thought  it  Proper  to  give  you  my  thoughts  upon 
them  in  the  Easyest  and  Quickest  manner  and  not  to  waite 
for  forms  which  are  seldom  of  use  till  the  matters  them 
selves  are  well  digested  and  considered  And  I desire  you 
forthwith  to  Communicate  this  letter  to  the  house  that  they 
may  know  my  Sentiments  on  Every  one  of  their  Resolves 
which  I will  Consider  in  Order  as  they  Lye 

Their  1st  Resolve  is  that  they  have  not  been  ledd  A side 
into  Any  practise  dangerous  to  the  Publick  peace  and  Derog- 
atory to  his  majestys  prerogative 
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This  is  meant  I Suppose  as  au  answer  to  my  words,  That 
Some  of  your  body  have  been  Ledd  aside  &c,  Does  it  not  att 
first  Sight  appear  that  my  words  are  here  misrepresented  that 
a Seeming  Answer  might  be  Given  when  a Reale  one  cannot 
Because  I say  that  is  dll  of  them  were  not  ledd  aside  which  is 
all  their  Resolve  affirms  with  Certainty  therefore  were  not 
Some  of  them  led  aside  which  is  what  I affirm,  Or  will  they 
now  Say  that  none  of  them  were  Ledd  aside  which  is  the  only 
Sufficient  Answer  they  can  Give  me,  did  none  of  them  neglect 
to  Attend  upon  my  Summons  to  Obey  the  Kings  Writt  And 
Did  none  of  them  persist  in  this  practice  after  I had  admon- 
ished them  of  their  duty  and  was  not  this  practise  dangerous 
to  the  publick  peace  and  Derogatory  to  his  Majestys  preroga- 
tive and  would  their  pleading  their  opinion  to  the  contrary 
be  any  Justifycation  of  their  Disobedience  in  a Court  of  Law 
where  Every  man  is  supposed  to  know  the  law  at  his  perrill 
and  have  they  not  now  all  of  them  Shewed  by  their  acting 
Since  in  the  house,  that  they  think  they  were  then  in  the 
wrong  and  would  it  not  best  become  them  to  Own  it  & my 
Gentleness  on  that  occasion  ^ 

Their  2d  Resolve  is  that  they  are  not  Sensible  of  any  heats 
and  animosities  Among  them  selves  that  they  have  run  into 
that  m[a]y  Give  occasion  to  those  Expressions  in  his  Excel- 
lencys  Speech 

I should  be  very  glad  to  be  convinced  that  I was  mistaken 
in  Supposing  that  they  had  heats  and  animosities  Among 
them  selves  which  the  case  of  mr  Hunlock  made  me  suspect, 
or  to  be  convinced  by  these  very  resolves  that  they  have 
Even  now  laid  them  aside,  They  may  be  their  own  Judges 
in  this  Case 

Their  3d  Resolve  is  that  the  cheerfullness  and  Speedyness 
of  the  resolves  of  the  house  in  raiseing  a Suitable  support 
for  the  Government  both  in  respect  of  the  Sume  and  time 
for  which  it  was  Granted  are  such  that  they  Deserve  the  same 
good  character  from  his  Excellency  as  they  had  from  his 
Excellencys  predecessor 

As  for  my  predecessors  Good  character  of  them  it  might 
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be  founded  on  severall  things  which  I am  unacquainted  with 
As  I am  in  some  measure  what  Particular  directions  he  might 
have  which  I have  not  but  I positively  Declare  that  I have 
none  but  what  are  contained  in  my  Instructions  of  which  I 
sent  them  what  related  to  the  revenue  which  Shews  the  King 
thinks  any  definite  time  insufficint.  And  as  for  the  sume 
they  know  it  is  not  Enough  for  the  support  of  all  the  officers 
of  the  Government  as  they  ought  to  be  maintained 

Butt  I believe  I may  venture  to  guess  wherein  my  prede- 
cessor might  think  himselfe  Justifyed  in  concessions  in  which 
I cannot,  he  had  the  misfortune  in  the  late  Queens  time  not 
to  be  supported  att  home  in  his  Just  demands  on  the  Publick 
for  Great  Sums  laid  out  by  him  to  serve  them  and  when  a 
Governour  is  so  unfortunate  as  not  to  be  sufficiently  protected 
att  home  it  may  Induce  him  to  Complyances  which  he  could 
not  otherwise  Justifye,  and  the  people  who  do  anything  for 
A Governour  in  these  circumstances  do  it  out  of  Regard  to 
his  person  and  thereby  may  have  his  private  Good  Opinion  ; 
tho’  they  offer  what  would  not  be  approved  att  home  if  repre- 
sented by  one  whose  applycation  is  like  to  have  success 
Their  4th  Resolve  is  that  this  house  always  have  & Ever 
shall  shew  their  loyalty  to  his  Majesty  and  Great  respect  to 
his  Majestys  Commands  in  such  A manner  as  the  circum- 
stances of  the  Country  they  represent  will  addmitt  off 

I am  very  well  pleased  with  this  resolve  and  it  almost 
makes  me  forgett  all  the  rest  and  Confirms  me  in  my  opinion 
that  before  we  part  wee  shall  Join  in  Serving  the  King  & 
Country,  for  now  they  have  promised  to  follow  his  Majesties 
directions  as  far  as  their  circumstances  will  admitt,  that  is,  I 
suppose  as  far  as  is  possible  or  practicable  which  has  not  in 
all  appearance  been  Yett  Endeavoured  Since  one  of  the  new 
Ellected  members  has  Instructions  from  his  principalis  as  I 
am  Informed,  t6  Insist  on  a longer  term  then  was  thought  off 
in  the  Resolutions  att  a former  Sessions 

Their  5th  Resolve  is  of  that  nature  that  cannot  be  Examined 
into  Suddenly  but  when  I have  looked  over  the  Journals  I

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Shall  be  able  to  form  a Judgment  of  it  Butt  in  all  probability 
both  the  Settling  a Support  and  the  Bills  of  Credit  have 
helped  to  spend  the  time 

Their  6th  Resolve  is  that  on  a Diligent  Search  of  presidents 
in  our  Journalls  we  do  find  that  it  has  been  practised  to  have 
their  members  qualifyed  in  their  house  which  was  the  reason 
that  Induced  the  house  to  request  the  same  of  his  Excellency 
To  shew  them  that  in  Everything  in  which  we  have  been 
of  Different  opinions  I have  been  more  exact  and  well 
Grounded  than  they  Besides  observing  their  mistakes  in  Say- 
ing in  a message  to  me  that  this  had  been  formerly  desired  of 
Governours  and  in  their  Calling  itt  a privilege  which  they 
now  find  it  Proper  to  Omitt  I do  now  affirm  That  it  appears 
it  never  was  a practise  Such  as  can  signifye  Anything  but 
has  been  a proceeding  wholly  Irregular  and  unjustifyable  it 
not  appearing  upon  the  records  that  ever  the  Clerk  of  the 
Crown  had  a power  under  the  Great  Seall  for  the  swearing 
of  members  without  which  he  acted  against  law  and  those 
instances  are  nothing  but  so  many  Blunders 

Their  7th  Resolve  is  that  all  laws  past  by  the  Governour 
Councill  and  Generali  assembly  are  in  force  and  binding  on 
all  persons  in  the  province  untill  they  are  disallowed  by  his 
Majesty  or  repealed  by  the  same  power  that  made  them 
This  seems  to  be  intended  as  a reason  why  those  laws  which 
I mentioned  to  them  are  still  in  force,  notwithstanding  the 
Instruction  which  I Gave  them  word  for  word  and  which 
proves  the  contrary,  and  here  it  is  very  hard  to  me  to  find 
out  why  men  intirely  partiall  and  Divested  of  all  heats  and 
Animosities  and  Intending  to  make  no  particular  use  of  those 
printed  laws  which  they  cannot  of  the  Instruction  I say  why 
they  should  be  so  concerned  to  maintain  a point  that  cannot 
be  defended  nor  Can  I Imagine  how  they  could  read  the 
words  of  that  Instruction  and  not  see  a plaih  Answer  to  the 
Drift  of  their  Resolve 

Laws  are  in  force  till  the  Kings  pleasure  is  known  to  the 
contrary  here  it  was  kAown  before  hand,  An  Instruction  to 
the  same  Effect  was  Sent  to  the  lord  Cornbury  and  has  always 
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been  continued  to  all  Governours  since  without  any  alteration 
of  the  terms  of  Qualifycation  of  members  So  that  it  was 
known  that  when  these  laws  past  the  crown  required  “ That 
“the  number  of  representatives  shall  not  be  Enlarged  nor 
“ diminished  or  the  manner  of  Ellecting  them  (thereby 
“ directed)  altered  there,  otherwise  than  by  an  act  or  Acts  of 
“ the  Generali  Assembly  to  be  confirmed  by  the  approbation 
“ of  us  our  heirs  & Successors.  Now  the  manner  of  Electing 
them  is  thought  to  be  altered  by  the  words  relating  to  their 
Quallifycation  which  are  “or  be  worth  £500 : Current  money 
of  this  province  in  reall  and  personall  Estate  as  it  is  in  the 
printed  Coppy,  Instead  of  the  words  “or  a personall  Estate 
“ in  money  Goods  or  chattels  to  the  value  of  Five  hundred 
“ pounds  Sterrling  as  it  is  in  the  Instruction 

Here  is  a Difference  or  Else  I suppose  this  point  would 
never  have  been  disputed  thence  and  from  other  alterations  it 
follows  that  those  printed  laws  are  not  in  force  but  to  con- 
vince mankind  of  this  out  of  all  possibility  of  Doubt  I have 
received  his  majesties  Instructions  Dated  in  June  1720  by 
which  the  same  clause  is  repeated  as  before  and  these  words 
follow  “And  you  are  therefore  to  recommend  to  the  Generali 
“ Assembly  that  a law  be  passed  there  for  Ellecting  represen- 
tatives to  Serve  in  Assembly  conformable  to  this  our  In- 
struction, Which  is  a direct  disowning  and  disallowing  that 
any  such  law  is  now  in  force  and  it  is  to  be  Observed  that 
all  approbations  and  disallowances  of  Laws  are  noe  otherwise 
communicated  than  by  an  Instruction  to  the  Governour  to  be 
made  known  to  the  councill  & Assembly  I nrtist  be  so  plain 
as  to  say  that  in  this  case  Itt  is  not  my  opinion  But  his 
majesty’s  direct  words  that  decide  this  matter  and  therefore 
deserve  a particular  respect  and  consideration.  And  that 
there  may  not  be  room  for  one  word  of  Reply  I must  observe 
before  I leave  this  subject  that  the  printed  Act  has  not  been 
Esteemed  in  force  by  the  practise  here  in  the  province  since 
all  the  writts  by  which  members  have  been  Ellected  to  this 
day  that  I can  find  have  the  words  five  hundred  pounds  Sterr- 
ling as  it  is  in  the  Instruction  and  none  of  them  five  hundred 
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pounds  current  money  of  this  province , as  it  is  in  the  printed 
Act 

I have  now  taken  some  pains  to  Give  you  and  the  Gentle- 
men of  the  assembly  all  the  Information  I could  that  may 
lead  them  Into  Just  Sentiments  & remove  their  prejudices. 
If  I Succeed  I shall  think  my  selfe  very  happy.  If  not  I 
shall  have  no  Omission  to  reproach  my  Selfe  with  But  I 
would  much  Rather  that  their  own  Deliberate  thoughts  and 
cool  reasonings  Should  bring  .them  to  that  conduct  that 
becomes  their  character  and  the  trust  reposed  in  them  : They 
will  then  believe  Reproof  is  not  always  an  unfriendly  office ; 
tho’  it  is  an  unacceptable  one  and  that  they  have  not  many 
that  are  more  their  friends  or  yours  than

of  New  Yorke  on  the  same  heads ; the  articles  of  the  Instruc- 
tions read  were  N°  63 : 68  96  „ & 97.  He  Likewise  com- 
municated a letter  from  Albany  Dated  the  20th  of  March 
17^  from  the  commissioners  of  Indian  affairs  of  the  province 
of  New  Yorke  in  which  are  the  following  words 

Inclosed  we  send  a letter  received  from  Lawrence  Claese 
and  those  in  the  Senneches  Country,  by  which  your  Excel- 
lency may  perceive  what  incroachments  the  french  make  on 
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the  Indians  of  the  5 Nations  that  even  they  can  prevaill  on 
the  Senneches  to  Desire  Priests  and  a smith  from  them  which 
If  not  timely  prevented  may  prove  of  Dangerous  consequence 
to  this  Government  If  not  the  Ruin  of  itt 

Itt  Seems  the  french  are  not  Satisfyed  with  the  whole  furr 
trade  & in  takeing  possetion  & Settling  the  upper  parts  of 
the  country.  But  attempt  to  gett  by  degrees  Our  five  nations 
over  to  their  Intrest,  and  make  themselves  masters  of  them 
but  we  hope  proper  measures  shall  be  taken  to  prevent  their 
pernicious  Designs1 

Then  his  Excellency  recommended  to  this  Board  to  Con- 
sider of  proper  places  for  fortyfycations  & to  prepare  a proper 
Bill  for  regulating  the  Millitia  of  this  Province  and  making 
of  itt  usefull  for  the  defence  of  the  same 

His  Excellency  further  Acquainted  this  board  of  his  Reso- 
lution of  Errecting  a New  Regiment  of  Millitia  in  West 
Jersey  that  they  might  have  three  Regiments  as  well  as  the 
Eastern  Division

Follows  a translation  of  a duch  Letter  from  Lawrence 
Claese  (the  English  Interpreter  among  the  five  Nations)  and 
his  Companions  to  the  Commissioners  of  Indian  affairs  at 
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Senecas  Country  21st  February  17|-£ 

Gentlemen 

Wee  arrived  here  by  Gods  help  the  20th  of  Novembr  and 
the  4th  Instant  wee  mett  with  the  french  Interpreter  Joncour1 
in  the  uppermost  Castle  of  the  Senecas  who  Just  arrived  from 
Canada  with  Some  of  the  Senecas  Sachems  who  desired  a 
meeting  with  us  in  presence  of  Joncour,  where  they  acquainted 
us  with  the  propositions  they  had  made  to  the  Governour  of 
Canada  and  these  he  had  made  to  them  they  have  renued  & 
Confirmed  their  former  peace  and  desired  him  to  send  priests 
and  a smith  to  live  in  their  Country  the  Governour  of  Canada 
Answered  to  their  Request  that  they  should  come  to  a full 
Resolution  in  their  own  Country  & then  in  the  Spring  of  the 
Year  they  should  come  and  fetch  the  priests  Jancour  Lyes 
with  his  followers  att  a place  called  Ierond  Rwat2  with  three 
laden  Canoes  of  Ammunition  and  is  to  go  in  March  to  Niagra, 
the  Indians  tell  us  here  that  there  went  last  fall  to  Niagra 
twelve  Canoes,  in  each  Canoe  a field  piece  but  could  not  tell 
where  they  intended  to  Carry  them  there  are  but  very  few 
Young  Indians  att  home  most  of  them  being  gone  to  warr 
with  the  flatt  heads  Indians 

Wee  are  in  a very  poor  Condition  here  for  the  want  of 
provisions,  there  being  few  Indians  here  to  hunt  wee  wish 
Gentlemen  you  would  Shorten  our  Stay  If  you  think  itt 
proper  for  wee  are  here  in  A Wilderness  there  is  noe  more 
News  att  present  So  wee  Rest

Referred  by  An  Order  in  councill  of  this  day  those  of  them 
that  are  not  Quakers,  are  humbly  of  opinion  that  [if]  the 
Subjects  of  the  french  King  be  admitted  to  Settle  in  any 
part  of  those  territories  belonging  to  the  crown  of  Great 
Brittain  now  in  the  possetion  of  those  nations  of  Indians 
commonly  known  by  the  name  of  the  five  nations  of  Indians 
it  will  be  A means  of  making  those  nations  withdraw  their 
alledgeance  from  the  crown  of  Great  Brittain  which  will  be 
of  Dangerous  Consequence  to  all  the  Brittish  Collonies 
Settled  in  north  America  they  are  humbly  of  opinion  that  all 
the  collonies  are  concerned  in  Intrest  to  use  their  uttmost 
Endeavours  that  the  said  five  nations  be  preserved  firm  in 
their  allegeance  to  the  crown  of  Brittain  and  that  none  of 
the  Subjects  of  the  french  King  be  permitted  to  Settle  Among 
them  but  that  all  proper  and  prudent  measures  Ought  to  be 
taken  to  prevent  any  Such  Settlement  or  destroy  itt  when 
done 

As  all  the  Brittish  collonies  in  North  America  would  be 
Exposed  to  the  Insults  and  Ravages  of  the  of  the  five  nations 
of  Indians  and  their  allies  should  they  depart  from  their 
allegeance  and  Act  under  the  Influences  of  french  directions 
So  we  are  humbly  of  Opinion  all  of  them  Ought  to  Contri- 
bute to  that  expence  that  will  be  necessary  to  be  Employed 
in  preventing  or  Removing  what  will  be  a Common  Danger 
to  the  whole 

As  to  the  Errecting  of  Any  fortifycation  on  the  frontier  of 
this  province  wee  are  humbly  of  Opinion  that  it  will  not  be 
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Effectuall  to  prevent  any  incursions  of  the  Indians  for  the 
bounds  of  this  province  to  the  westward  being  the  River 
Delaware  which  may  in  all  places  from  this  to  the  head  of 
itt  be  past  in  Canoes  and  in  many  places  fordable  it  will  be 
impracticable  to  fortifye  the  frontiers  of  this  province  towards 
the  Indians  in  Such  manner  as  to  prevent  their  Entrance 
into  it  whenever  they  think  fitt  to  do  So 

The  distance  of  the  Settlements  from  Each  Other  both  on 
the  Sea  Coast  of  this  province  and  the  river  Delaware  between 
this  town  and  the  Sea  the  difficulty  of  landing  on  the  Sea 
Coast  So  as  to  come  att  the  Inhabitants  and  the  poverty  of 
the  people  we  are  humbly  of  Opinion  are  (Next  to  the  Divine 
providence)  at  present  a Sufficient  protection  without  any 
other  fortifycation  from  the  Insults  of  Any  forreign  power 
that  may  attempt  them  by  Sea  or  the  River  delaware 

The  only  thing  att  present  that  we  think  practicably  to  be 
made  use  of  for  the  publick  Safety  of  this  province  is  to  put 
the  Millita  into  such  a Condition  as  to  make  them  usefull 
for  the  Defence  of  any  part  of  the  province  as  there  shall  be 
Occasion  and  this  we  are  humbly  of  Opinion  is  Absolutely 
necessary  to  be  done  as  soon  as  may  be  all  which  is  Never- 
theless Submitted  to  your  Excellencys  better  Judgment  by

To  his  Excellency  William  Burnet  Esqr  Captain  Generali 
and  Governour  in  Chief  in  and  Over  his  majesties  province 
of  New  Jersey  New  Yorke  and  Territories  depending  thereon 
in  America  & vice  admirall  of  the  Same  &c 

The  Humble  address  of  the  Generali  Assembly  of  the 
province  of  New  Jersey 

Sir 

We  are  not  Sensible  that  this  house  in  Generali  or  any 
members  in  particular  have  gone  into  any  practice  dangerous 
to  the  Publick  or  derogatory  to  his  majesties  prerogative 
Neither  can  we  Give  your  Excellency  a Greater  proof  of 
the  Sincerity  of  our  Intentions  to  Comply  with  the  particu- 
lars mentioned  in  your  Excellencys  Speeches  then  by  the 
steps  we  have  taken  for  the  preservation  of  the  Sinking 
Creditt  of  the  province 

And  by  the  Expeditious  and  unanimous  resolves  we  have 
made  towards  Support  of  Government  both  before  and  since 
the  prorogation  which  is  agreeable  to  the  practices  of  former 
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Assemblies  for  which  Brigadier  Hunter  told  this  house  that 
they  deserved  the  thanks  of  the  King  and  Country  And  not 
only  So  but  gave  us  A Good  Character  in  Great  Brittain  and 
it  is  the  opinion  of  this  house  we  still  deserve  the  same 
Neither  is  this  house  Sensible  that  in  any  case  wee  have  De- 
served or  incurred  the  Severity  of  the  law 

Your  Refusing  to  receive  an  address  from  the  house  of 
Representatives  is  such  a difficulty  that  noe  General  assem- 
bly of  this  province  Ever  laboured  under  before  Nor  do  we 
know  of  Any  Occasion  this  house  hath  Given  your  Excel- 
lency to  Suspect  heats  and  Animosities  amongst  us,  unless 
Enquireing  into  the  Quallifycation  of  Our  Members  be  inter- 
preted as  Such  which  wee  Esteem  Our  undoubted  priviledge 

Your  Excellency  adjourning  and  prorogueing  this  house 
from  Day  to  Day  for  twenty  days  together  must  of  Necessity 
be  an  unnecessary  charge  to  the  Country  in  Generali  or  to 
the  members  in  particular  If  this  be  the  way  to  make  the 
Sessions  Short  and  Easy  this  house  are  Strangers  to  your 
Methods  of  Government 

Your  Excellencys  interm edling  with  the  busyness  of  the 
house  we  take  to  be  a manifest  breach  of  Our  priviledges 
and  directing  the  Speaker  to  Acquaint  the  house  that  unless 
Support  of  Government  was  Settled  for  five  years  Your 
Excellency  would  pass  noe  bill  which  we  presume  is  without 
Example 

In  your  Excellencys  Second  Speech  you  tell  us  that  Every 
member  of  this  house  is  to  be  Sworn  before  the  Governour 
and  that  the  practise  has  been  always  So  since  the  Govern- 
ment Come  under  the  more  imediate  administration  of  the 
Crown,  Notwithstanding  your  Assertion  we  prove  the  con- 
trary by  Several  presidents 

Wee  presume  your  Excellency  would  not  have  Suffered 
matters  to  run  this  length  had  not  you  been  imposed  upon 
by  Designing  men  who  aim  att  nothing  less  than  to  make 
your  Excellency  uneasy  and  the  people  unhappy  under  your 
administration 
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In  the  Lord  Cornburys  Administration  which  is  said  to 
be  the  worst  that  ever  New  Jersey  knew  his  Lordship  did 
not  interpose  with  the  house  Inquiring  into  the  Quallifyca- 
tion  of  their  members  Tho’  after  the  house  had  judged  three 
members  quallifyed  he  delayed  to  Swear  or  attest  them  Sev- 
erall  months  which  was  declared  by  an  other  Assembly  to  be 
A notorious  violation  of  the  liberty  of  the  people 

The  house  was  sensible  of  some  difficulties  the  people 
laboured  under  before  the  meeting  of  this  Assembly  but 
these  above  mentioned  fall  more  imediatly  under  our  Con- 
sideration 

As  it  is  our  duty  it  has  been  our  Endeavour  and  Ever 
shall  be  our  practise  to  doe  our  utmost  in  Serving  our  King 
& Country  which  we  Cannot  faithfully  doe  If  wee  doe  not 
use  our  diligence  to  lay  before  your  Excellency  the  nature  of 
the  difficultys  we  now  labour  under 

Wee  conclude  by  Assuring  your  Excellency  it  is  not  the 
Effects  of  unbecoming  heats  or  unwilling  to  do  our  duty  in 
Our  Station  but  a Just  Sence  of  the  Great  trust  reposed  in  us 
and  that  we  have  noe  other  views  but  to  maintain  the  pre- 
rogative of  the  King  and  preserve  the  liberty  of  the  people 
By  order  of  the  house

I can  with  great  Sincerity  Assure  you  of  my  thanks  to 
you  for  this  address  because  it  is  So  Ample  a justify  cation  of 
all  my  proceedings  Tho’  I am  Sorry  for  your  own  Sakes  that 
you  have  made  your  Conduct  so  publick  before  you  have 
considered  it  more  fully 

When  I had  seen  your  Resolves  of  fryday  last  were  to  be 
the  materials  of  this  address,  I wrote  to  the  Speaker  Direct- 
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ing  him  to  Communicate  my  letter  to  the  house  on  purpose 
that  you  might  have  all  the  Assistance  & information  I could 
Give  you  and  Since  you  Seem  to  have  made  so  little  use  of 
itt  in  Your  address  I think  itt  proper  to  repeat  it  to  you  now 
because  I take  itt  [to]  Contain  a full  Answer  to  the  greatest 
part  of  itt  the  letter  was  as  follows 

Here  take  in  the  letter  which  is  minuted  the  1st  of  Aprill 
last 1 

Your  address  being  Entered  in  your  minutes  before  it  was 
presented  I had  an  opportunity  of  being  better  prepared  to 
Answer  it  at  this  time  which  I will  now  doe  to  all  that  I do 
not  Conceive  to  be  fully  Answered  in  the  letter  which  I have 
read  to  you  and  indeed  your  putting  Severall  things  in  your 
address  which  were  not  in  your  Resolves  tho’  your  last  De- 
clares that  the  address  was  to  be  pursuant  to  them  gives  me 
noe  Small  reason  to  Suspect  that  you  thought  them  fully 
answered  by  my  letter  because  you  were  unwilling  to  own  so 
much  You  have  mixed  up  your  Resolves  with  Several  other

beazlement  of  the  publick  money  if  such  there  has  been  I would 
lett  Slip  noe  opportunity  of  praiseing  you  when  ever  you 
[have]  Given  itt  me : I wish  you  had  Given  me  some  of  another 
kind  but  If  you  mistake  your  way  and  are  lost  in  a Wilder- 
ness, I will  not  be  wanting  in  my  Endeavours  to  lead  you 
out  of  itt.  You  tell  me  that  I refused  to  receive  your  address, 
this  I know  nothing  off  I remember  indeed  that  I told  you 
that  I would  Send  for  you  when  I was  ready  to  receive  itt

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and  the  hopes  I had  that  you  would  make  Some  proper  addi- 
tions to  it  induced  me  to  delay  it  for  [a]  few  day’s,  till  for 
Some  reasons,  which  I am  not  bound  to  Give  you  I thought 
fitt  to  adjourn  and  afterwards  prorogue  you  before  your 
address  was  presented,  Is  this  refuseing  to  receive  your 
address  which  I am  told  my  lord  Cornbury  once  flattly  did 
of  which  your  own  Journals  can  Informe  you  tho’  I shall 
never  reckon  his  conduct  a Sufficient  precedent  to  me 

If  you  had  well  considered  the  prerogative  of  the  crown 
or  the  practise  of  Brittish  parliaments  whose  powers  and 
priviledges  far  Exceed  those  of  Assemblys  in  the  Colloniea 
you  would  have  found  that  adjourning  prorogueing  and  dis- 
solving parliaments,  are  powers  the  crowne  may  Exercise 
without  Giveing  reasons  and  att  any  time  tho’  it  should  prove 
in  the  middle  of  A Debate  those  powers  are  fully  lodged 
with  me  in  relation  to  you  and  I happened  to  make  use  of 
them  when  it  seems  you  were  inquiring  into  the  Quallifyca- 
tion  of  A member  The  handle  you  make  use  of  heare  is 
taken  from  a favour  of  mine  in  owning  what  Induced  me  in 
Some  measure  to  adjourn  you  and  If  you  had  been  disposed 
to  Judge  impartially  you  must  have  thought  that  nothing 
could  be  kinder  than  to  give  you  time  (or  Interpose  as  you 
chuse  to  call  it)  when  I heard  that  you  were  upon  a matter 
wherein  the  law  was  not  then  fully  known  to  you  and  when 
that  was  thought  to  be  law  which  was  really  not  so  And 
where  is  now  the  parallell  between  this  and  the  Instance  you 
have  Given  of  my  lord  Cornburys  proceeding.  Butt  what 
need  have  I to  Argue  Against  your  words  when  your  actions 
do  that  for  me 

You  are  very  fond  of  the  word  priviledges  but  Should  be 
Carefull  not  to  Strain  them  beyond  their  Strength  deast  they 
suffer  by  itt  what  you  Enjoy  of  that  kind  is  owing  to  the 
Goodness  of  the  Crown  and  I neither  have  nor  shall  invade 
them  and  know  of  noe  breach  but  of  your  own  meaking  upon 
Since  [Sense]  and  Good  manners.  Who  is  to  intermedle  as 
you  Civilly  word  itt  with  the  busyness  of  the  house,  who  is 
to  tell  you  what  he  Expects  for  the  Kings  Service,  and  who 
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is  to  tell  you  what  you  may  Expect  If  you  doe  not  Comply 
with  the  Kings  Commands  in  the  manner  he  prescribes,  who 
should  tell  you  all  this  If  the  Governour  does  not,  or  wherein 
have  I varyed  from  the  Kings  Instructions  unless  in  Conde- 
scending to  a proposal  that  did  not  Come  up  to  them  tho?  on 
Conditions  which  I then  mentioned  publickly  to  the  Speaker 
that  If  I accepted  five  years  I Expected  the  like  assurance 
from  you  which  I had  from  the  Assembly  of  New  Yorke 
that  such  A Support  should  never  be  wanting  which  method 
might  in  Some  Degree  Answer  the  Intent  of  my  Instructions 
I think  there  now  remains  nothing  in  your  address  which 
is  not  fully  answered  in  this  Speech  The  King  and  the 
Country  will  Judge  who  have  had  evill  Councellors  who  have 
been  misled,  and  imposed  upon  who  are  Strangers  to  all 
methods  of  Government  and  have  gone  unreasonable  Lengths,

1 The  Conoy  Indians  came  from  Piscataway,  in  Maryland,  to  an  island  in  the 
Potomac,  then  to  Philadelphia,  then  to  the  Susquehanna,  and  then  higher  up  that 
river  to  Conoy  town,  in  what  is  now  Lancaster  county,  Pa.,  where  Coney  creek  per- 
petuates the  name.— Penn.

You  may  be  assured  it  is  with  a Great  deall  of  uneasyness 
that  I find  my  Selfe  Oblidged  to  Speake  to  you  in  a Strain 
that  can  neither  be  agreeable  to  your  Inclinations  nor  to  my 
own,  Especially  when  you  have  the  honour  to  represent  a 
people  whose  Intrest  I have  So  much  att  hart,  But  while  his 
majesty s Instructions  and  the  Ease  of  the  Inhabitants  of  this 
Collony  are  my  rule,  and  your  private  views  & Resentments 
are  yours  it  is  not  probable  that  we  shall  Agree  in  Our  Senti- 
ments, and  Sence  you  have  Endeavoured  even  in  your  last 
address  to  Justifye  part  of  your  former  Conduct  and  to  Charge 
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me  with  being  Influenced  by  flatterers  and  111  advisers,  Itt 
becomes  necessary  for  me  to  Sett  the  whole  matter  in  a Clear 
light  that  all  such  false  collours,  as  well  as  other  malitious 
reports  may  be  Silenced  and  the  truth  universally  prevail 
You  tell  me  in  your  last  address  that  you  have  received 
Satisfaction  in  that  particular  about  the  legality  of  your  Con- 
tinuing to  be  An  Assembly  This  which  you  Call  a particular 
was  the  first  Great  point  agitated  among  you  in  which  you 
Gave  a plain  Instance  of  your  Intentions  to  differ  with  me 
and  to  do  nothing  for  the  Publique  Service  Since  you  refused 
obedience  to  the  Kings  writt  and  my  Summons  in  a Seditious 
& Illegall  manner,  And  though  you  have  often  denied  this 
charge  when  I have  laid  it  home  to  you,  yet  you  now  appear 
Guilty  by  your  own  Confession,  and  because  I did  not  [givej 
way  to  you  in  this  disorderly  proceeding  but  Oblidged  you  to 
Attend  the  busyness  for  which  you  were  Called  you  have 
acted  with  resentment  and  want  of  temper  Ever  Since; 
which  Shews  by  what  all  your  Actions  are  to  be  Explained. 

And  that  this  may  appear  beyond  any  possibility  of  Doubt 
the  very  same  Persons  who  then  refused  to  Serve,  Except 
one  worthy  member  who  owned  himselfe  misled,  have  ever 
Since  continued  their  Combination  to  Confound  & perplex 
what  they  were  ashamed  in  direct  terms  to  refuse 

When  this  is  considered  it  will  appear  no  wonder  that  you 
attempted  to  Expell  one  of  those  who  had  been  Early  in 
their  duty  of  meeting,  and  when  you  were  Interrupted  (as 
you  have  Called  itt)  in  order  to  give  you  an  opportunity  to 
consider  the  law  and  your  own  duty  more  thoroughly  which 
I flattered  my  selfe  would  bring  you  to  a Calmer  temper ; 
Instead  of  making  the  right  use  intended  by  Such  An  Inter- 
val!, you  mett  me  again  in  how  decent  and  Justifyable  a 
manner,  the  Expressions  in  your  own  address  can  testify ; 
and  to  Shew  how  resolved  you  were  to  gratify  your  Resent- 
ments, you  did  Expell  that  member,  though  you  were  told 
by  a person,  whose  Judgment  you  paid  a particular  defference 
to  that  what  you  were  Going  to  do  was  against  law 

Of  the  same  nature  was  your  proceeding  with  Mr  Gordon, 
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whome  after  you  had  sent  for  to  Explain  his  Accounts,  and 
you  knew  he  was  coming  you  thought  fitt  to  condemn  with- 
out hearing  him  and  that  upon  A mistaken  Scheme  of  An 
account,  which  I hear  many  of  »yeu  now  think  Groundless  : 
And  Yett  this  piece  of  unjustice  is  all  you  have  done  to  Sink 
the  Paper  Bills  and  retrive  the  Publick  Credit,  So  that  those 
who  are  Sufferers  upon  that  account  Can  expect  no  Belief 
from  your  Besolutions 

The  Bill  you  att  last  made  for  the  Support  of  Government 
was  in  Such  a manner,  and  Clog’d  with  Such  Clauses,  that 
you  Knew  I could  not  pass  itt,  without  breaking  the  King 
my  masters  Instructions;  particularly  in  Consenting  to  So 
Short*  a term  of  a Bevenue,  Contrary  to  An  Instruction  which 
I have  alleready  Sent  you,  and  in  Permitting  monies  to  be 
Issued  by  warrants  from  the  Speaker  in  contradiction  to  what 
is  Contained  in  the  following  Instructions  N°  35 

“You  are  not  to  suffer  any  Publick  moneys  whatever  to 
“ be  Issued  or  disposed  of  otherwise  than  by  warrant  under 
“ your  hand  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  Our  said 
“ Councill 

The  councill  therefore  according  to  their  duty  Amended 
the  bill  so  as  to  make  it  agree  with  the  King’s  Instructions 
And  because  they  found  the  wages  for  this  long  and  fruitless 
Sitting,  had,  or  would  have  amounted  to  a Sume  Equall  to, 
If  not  Exceeding  the  common  annuall  support  of  this  Gov- 
ernment which  would  be  a Grievous  burthen  on  the  people, 
they  Generously  Struck  off  their  own,  as  well  as  yours  which 
by  your  own  confession  Seems  necessary  for  the  Ease  of  the 
collony,  Since  you  have  said  they  were  under  difficult  Cir- 
cumstances att  present,  when  this  bill  came  back  to  you : you 
not  only  disagreed  to  all  the  Amendments  but  with  an  un- 
heard of  presumption,  pretended  to  direct,  that  the  Councill 
do  not  amend  the  said  bill.  This  Shews  what  regard  you 
have  to  the  Common  Buies  of  Decency.  You  may  declare 
what  you  will  not  agree  too  or  Beceive ; but  to  Order  what 
the  Councill  shall  not  do  is  none  of  your  Busyness 

The  councill  had  likewise  Sent  you  down  a Bill  for  the 
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better  Regulating  the  millitia  and  Soone  after  I Gave  you  the 
Clauses  in  his  MajtJS  pattent  and  Instructions  to  me  relating 
to  that  Subject  and  Severall  other  papers : by  which  it  appears 
that  the  danger  from  the  Wrench  and  the  Indians  is  dayly 
Increasing,  that  you  might  See  the  Necessity  of  a more 
Effectuall  provision  for  the  Safety  and  Defence  of  the  pro- 
vince than  had  been  made  by  the  former  millitia  Bill,  this 
new  Bill  you  thought  fitt  wholly  to  reject,  and  putt  the  other 
in  its  place,  without  Ever  Entring  into  any  particular  En- 
quiry into  the  matter,  or  taking  any  farther  Notice  of  Any 
of  the  papers  I sent  you,  than  barely  once  Reading  them 

by  All  the  course  of  your  proceedings  it  is  Evident,  You 
are  not  So  much  contending  with  me  and  the  councill,  as 
directly  with  his  majesty  whose  Instructions  you  have  entirely 
disregarded 

What  can  be  proposed  by  such  a conduct,  but  to  affront 
the  Government  and  by  a long  Sitting  to  raise  a Considerable 
Salary  to  yourselves  att  the  Expence  of  the  Country,  which 
you  are  Certain  to  renew  every  two  years,  If  the  Governour 
will  consent  to  A Support  for  so  Short  a time 

This  has  been  the  Behaviour  of  the  Majority  of  your  house, 
as  a house  against  the  opinion  of  that  lesser  but  honest  part, 
who  had  too  Just  a Sence  of  their  duty  & the  publick  wel- 
fare, to  Join  in  itt,  and  whome  for  their  steadiness,  I and 
their  country  have  reason  to  thank,  as  wee  have  to  despise

But  when  the  Bill  for  the  Support  of 
Government,  and  the  amendments  made  to  it,  Shall  be  made 
publick  from  the  press  the  Country  will  then  know  what  to 
believe,  and  how  to  distinguish  their  Reall,  from  their  pre-

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Another  malitious  & Groundless  Story  has  been  Spread  T 
That  I designed  to  dispossess  the  Sweed’s  of  their  Estates’  ~ 
and  Several  others  of  the  same  nature  and  probably  have  been 
dispersed,  by  what  sort  of  men,  & for  what  purposes,  it  is  no- 
difficult  matter  to  guess 

And  now  Gentlemen,  upon  the  whole  I must  observe  to 
you  that  your  conduct  has  carryed  in  it  So  much  Indignity 
to  his  majesty  and  would  prove,  If  not  timely  prevented,. 
Such  an  Oppression  to  the  Collony  that  I will  rather  Serve- 
for  nothing,  and  Spend  my  own  fortune  in  the  defence  of 
his  majestys  Honour  and  the  wellfare  of  the  province,  than 
ever  Give  way  to  it.  Since  then  you  have  So  ill  discharged 
the  trust  reposed  in  you  by  those  you  represent,  I have 
thought  fitt  by  vertue  of  the  powers  and  Authorities  Granted 
to  me  by  his  majesty,  under  his  great  Seall  to  dissolve  this 
Generali  Assembly  and  you  are  hereby  dissolved  from  being

Mr  Lyell  one  of  the  Gentlemen  of  his  majesties  Councill 
Informed  the  Governour  and  this  Board  that  he  had  been 
Insulted  by  one  John  Case  in  the  presence  of  the  high  Sherriff 
of  Monmouth  by  the  said  Cases  fyring  a Gun  twice  near  his 
horse  which  he  knew  was  fiery  and  apt  to  Start  and  done  as 
he  belived  to  Cause  the  horse  to  throw  him,  that  Case  pur- 
posely Crost  the  way  Just  beforfe  his  horse3  nose  saying  he 
had  as  much  Right  to  use  the  way  & ride  in  it  as  any  one  & 
might  doe  it  in  what  method  he  thought  proper  that  it  was 
vissible  by  his  whole  conduct  he  designed  to  Affront  & Insult 
the  said  Lyell  as  being  of  the  Councill  having  continued  that 
Rudeness  after  he  was  desired  to  desist  that  lyel  commanded 
the  Sherriff  to  take  the  said  Case  into  his  Custody  which  he

His  Excellency  Informed  the  board  that  he  had  upon  the 
complaint  of  Mr  Lyell  Ordered  the  Sheriff  of  Monmouth  to 
Apprehend  the  said  Case  who  had  returned  upon  the  warrant 
non  est  Inventus  The  Sheriff  of  monmouth  attending  being 
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called  in  and  Examined  Confes’t  he  was  present  att  this 
treatment  of  Mr  Lyell  and  that  he  did  not  take  Case  into  his 
Custody  att  Lyells  Command  for  which  he  askt  the  Govern- 
ours  pardon  Saying  it  was  the  first  offence  he  had  Committed 
he  said  alsoe  that  as  Soon  as  he  Gott  the  Governours  warrant 
he  made  dilligent  Search  for  Case  but  Could  not  find  him,  & 
then  withdrew.  The  Governour  then  observed  to  the  Board 
that  he  had  been  informed  of  the  Generali  dissatisfaction  of 
the  people  of  that  Countie  that  practices  of  this  kind  If  not 
timely  Stopt  must  bring  the  Magistracy  into  Contempt  and 
End  in  a Rebellion  of  the  people  and  overthrow  of  the  Gov- 
ernment that  he  was  Sorry  to  find  by  the  countenance  Given 
to  So  mean  a man  as  he  was  Informed  this  Case  was  (being 
a Journey  man  Sadler1)  that  men  of  most  Ranks  had  been 
Influenced  to  think  meanly  and  disrespectfully  of  the  publick 
Administration  that  he  had  observed  that  this  contempt  and 
disrespect  had  very  much  Grown  Since  his  tendring  the  Oaths 
to  a Knowne  Jacobite2  who  had  refused  them  whether  this 
proceeded  from  the  Influence  he  and  his  friends  had  he  would 
not  determine,  but  that  it  Justly  rendered  them  suspected  and 
that  the  best  way  for  Such  to  Clear  themselves  was  a Steady 
and  Publick  application  to  remove  the  groundlesse  prejudices 
of  the  people  Influenc’t  by  the  little  and  low  arts  of  Dis- 
affected persons,  that  for  his  part  he  would  not  Suffer  the 
Government  to  be  trampled  on : and  thought  the  Sherriff  by 
his  conduct  Shewed  himselfe  to  be  of  the  number  of  the 
dissafected  and  not  a fitt  person  to  be  trusted  with  that  post 
and  therefore  desired  any  person  of  the  Board  to  recommend

1 Christopher  Layer  was  tried  and  convicted  at  Michaelmas,  Term,  1722,  for  com- 
plicity in  a conspiracy  to  seize  the  Tower  and  the  City  of  London,  and  the  King’s 
person,  and  was  executed  at  Tyburn,  May  17, 1723.  Francis  Atterbury,  Bishop  of 
Rochester,  was  committed  to  the  Tower  August  17,  1722,  charged  with  being  in 
correspondence  with  the  Pretender  in  relation  to  a plot  to  bring  an  expedition  from 
France  or  Spain  to  England  during  1718-21,  which  failed  of  execution,  and  compro- 
mising letters  of  the  Bishop’s  were  intercepted  in  February,  1723,  resulting  in  the 
enactment  by  Parliament  of  an  act  depriving  him  of  his  Bishopric,  rendering  him 
incapable  of  ever  holding  public  office  in  England,  and  banishing  him  from  the 
realm  from  and  after  June  25, 1723,  and  on  June  19  he  was  put  on  a war  vessel  and 
taken  to  Calais.  Soon  after,  Parliamentary  committees  investigated  and  reported, 
and  the  evidence  was  published  to  the  world.  Very  full  details  are  given  in  the 
“ Historical  Register  ” for  1723  and  for  1724. 
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Your  last  meeting  has  Left  me  So  little  to^sk  of  [you]  on 
the  Account  of  the  Support  of  Government  fill  at  I need  not

for  the  officers  of  the  Government,  And  for  your  Agent  in 
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Great  Britain  you  will  Judge  whether  you  have  any  reason 
to  repent  of  the  confidence  you  have  hitherto  placed  in  the 
Administration,  and  if  you  have  any  grounds  to  change  your 
Opinion  att  this  time  I am  very  well  persuaded  that  you  will 
pursue  the  intrest  of  the  people  whome  you  represent  in  All 
your  deliberations  and  you  will  lay  a side  all  resentments  and 
party  disputes  and  be  guided  by  calm  and  Solid  Arguments 
only,  you  will  no  doubt  be  far  from  imputing  the  Actions  of

You  are  therefore  in  Settling  a publick  Revenue  as  before 
directed  to  propose  to  the  Assembly  that  such  customs,  dutys, 
and  other  impositions  be  laid  upon  All  comodities  imported 
or  Exported  in  or  out  of  our  Said  province  of  Nova  cesarea 
or  New  Jersey  as  may  Equall  the  charge  now  laid  or  that

The  Petition  of  Will  and  Bella  Negros  being  Read  Setting 
forth  that  one  Robert  Burnet  deceased  did  by  A Codicill  to 
his  last  will  and  testament  in  the  year  1714  did  Appoint  that 
they  should  be  free  from  their  Slavery  after  ten  years  And

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that  notwithstanding  thereof  they  had  been  sold  Absolutely 
by  Peter  Burnet  to  Nathan  Allen  and  by  Nathan  Allen  to 
David  Lyell  And  that  the  Said  ten  years  being  Expired  the 
said  David  Lyell  refused  to  let  them  be  free  And  praying 
relief  And  the  said  Nathan  Allen  and  David  Lyell  together 
with  the  said  Negros  Will  and  Bella  Attending  without  were 
called  in,  in  Order  to  be  heard  on  the  said  Petition  And  upon 
a full  hearing  of  all  partys  and  witnesses  upon  Oath  to  their 
Alligations  it  appears  to  this  board  that  the  said  Robert  Bur- 
net purchased  the  Said  Negros  for  A considerable  sum  of 
money  only  about  one  year  before  his  decease  that  the  said 
Peter  Burnet  Joined  along  with  the  said  Robert  in  A bond 
for  the  payment  of  the  prize  of  them,  that  the  moneys  were 
paid  by  the  said  Peter  for  them  at  least  that  all  the  receipts 
for  the  Same  were  in  his  name  that  the  bill  of  Sale  of  them 
was  to  the  said  Robert  Burnet  and  Peter  Burnet  Jointly  that 
the  giveing  of  their  freedom  was  not  for  their  Services  to  the 
Said  Robert  att  the  time  of  makeing  of  the  will  but  in  hopes 
that  they  wold  have  faithfully  Served  the  ten  years  which  by 
the  will  was  the  terms  of  their  freedom 

It  appears  also  to  this  board  that  an  Act  of  the  Generali 
assembly  of  this  province  passed  into  A law  in  the  year  1713 
whereby  it  is  Enacted  that  whereas  it  is  found  by  Experience 
that  free  negros  are  an  Idle  and  Slothfull  people  & prove 
very  often  A charge  to  the  place  where  they  are  it  was  there- 
fore Enacted  that  Any  master  or  mistress  manumitting  and 
setting  at  liberty  Any  Negro  or  mulatto  slave  shall  enter  into 
sufficient  Security  to  her  majesty  her  heirs  and  successors 
which  [with]  two  sureties  in  the  Sum  of  two  hundred  pounds 
to  pay  yearly  and  every  year  to  Such  Negro  or  muletto  Slave 
during  their  lives  the  Sum  of  twenty  pounds  And  if  such 
Negro  or  muletto  Slave  Shall  be  made  free  by  the  Will  & 
testament  of  any  person  deceased,  that  then  the  Executor  Of 
such  person  shall  enter  into  Security  as  above  imediatly  upon 
proveing  the  said  will  and  testament  which  if  refused  to  be 
given  the  said  manumission  to  be  void  and  of  none  Effect 
It  appears  also  to  this  board  that  no  Such  Security  has  been 
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given  as  by  the  Said  law  has  been  required  And  further  it 
appears  that  the  said  Robert  Burnet  died  without  leaving 
sufficient  Estate  to  pay  his  debts  And  that  he  made  divers  and 
sundry  legacies  to  his  children  by  the  Said  Will,  none  of  wch 
for  want  of  Sufficient  to  pay  his  debts  have  been  or  can  be 
paid  and  that  therefore  the  Executors  to  the  will  cannot  or 
ought  not  to  give  in  Such  Security  as  by  the  said  law  is 
required  And  further  that  the  said  Negros  have  not  served 
the  ten  years  time  So  dutyfull  to  their  masters  as  were  there 
sufficient  Estate  in  the  Executors  hands  to  intitle  them  to  the 
favour  of  their  giveing  in  the  Security  required  by  the  said 
Act  upon  the  whole  as  Peter  Burnet  was  by  the  purchase  of 
the  said  Negros  Equally  entitled  to  them  with  the  said  Robert 
And  by  Over  liveing  him  the  same  Robert  wholly  intituled 
to  them  in  law,  And  by  paying  the  whole  price  of  them 'Also 
intituled  to  them  in  Equity 

2 As  Robert  Burnet  had  not  right  for  these  reasons  to  give 
the  Negros  their  freedom  by  his  Will,  or  if  he  had  yet  as  care 
was  not  taken  by  him  to  comply  with  the  law  afore  recited 

3 as  the  law  aforesaid  is  not  complyed  with,  nor  Sufficient 
Estate  of  the  Said  Robert  in  the  Executors  hands  to  comply 
with  it  & were  there,  yet  the  behaviour  of  the  Said  Negros 
haveing  been  such  as  does  not  deserve 

This  Board  is  of  Opinion  that  the  Said  Negros  Will  and 
Bella  are  not  free,  nor  by  the  Said  Will  of  Robert  Burnet 
have  any  pretence  in  law  or  Equity  to  be  free,  And  does  direct 
the  said  Will  and  Bella  to  Submit  to  their  Said  Master  David 
Lyell  otherwise  to  Expect  Such  punishments  as  their  master 
and  the  law  will  inflict  upon  him

Brittish  Intrest  and  to  Cover  our  frontiers  on  that  side  by 
building  A Stone  Fort  in  the  midle  of  their  Country  & plac- 
ing a Suff garrission  in  it,  As  this  is  Evidently  A protection 
to  this  province  from  the  Insults  of  ye  french  and  their 
Indians  as  well  as  to  the  province  of  New  York  I am  per- 
suaded that  you  are  not  111  pleased  with  my  dilligence  in 
that  affair  and  you  are  Convinced  of  the  necessity  of  my 
remaining  where  I Could  from  time  to  time  Give  the  orders 
requisite  to  Compleat  it 

I should  now  have  met  you  at  Burlington  as  in  Course  I 
ought  to  do  If  the  dayly  Expectation  of  my  Sucessors  ar- 
rivall  did  not  lay  ap  indispensable  obligation  upon  me  to  be 
near  at  hand  and  ready  to  receive  him 

I must  now  Inform  you  that  the  applying  y e Intrest 
Arriseing  from  the  Loan  office  att  the  last  meeting  of  the  As- 
sembly to  An  other  use  than  the  Sinking  of  ye  bills  according 
to  the  directions  of  ye  Act  by  wch  they  were  made  met  with 
objections  from  the  Lords  Comissioners  of  trade  & planta- 
tions which  however  were  at  last  removed  As  to  that  Act  by 
the  repeated  and  Earnest  representations  of  your  Agent  but 
at  the  Same  time  their  Lordships  have  directed  me  to  take 
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care  that  the  remainder,  of  the  interest  money  be  distroyed 
According  to  the  first  Act  as  the  only  Sure  method  to  pre- 
serve the  Credit  of  the  bills,  which  I there  fore  Earnestly

to  record  their  deeds  Any  where,  that  where  deeds  were  not 
recorded  whenever  the  party  made  application  to  have  land 
Located  It  was  in  the  power  of  the  proprietors  or  their 
Officers  to  insist  on  their  own  terms  before  A warrant  was 
Granted  to  Survey  Any  Land  And  Consequently  they  might 
take  what  minutes  they  pleased  and  Oblidge  the  party  to 
record  his  deeds  besides 

Thus  Stood  the  Case  before  the  bill  propossed  and  nothing 
contained  in  the  bill  makes  any  alteration  in  that  matter  So 
that  the  door  openened  to  Comitt  frauds,  Subsisted  only  in 
Imagination  and  the  Consequences  Drawn  from  theme  en- 
tirely vanish 

How  far  we  may  be  Accountable  to  those  who  Elected  us, 
was  no  part  of  the  debate,  wee  and  they  Shall  not  disagree 
about  that,  but  the  argument  used  to  Support  that  doctrine  is 
not  of  the  most  forcible  kind,  Since  the  printing  or  non 
printing  of  our  minutes  is  a matter  wholly  att  our  discretion 
But  be  that  as  it  will,  though  we  may  be  Accountable  to  those 
who  Sent  us  hither  it  will  by  no  means  thence  follow,  wee 
are  Accountable  to  that  board,  which  is  the  only  Constructions 
our  former  message  on  this  Subject  will  bear,  And  a Different 
Exposition  will  be  a manifest  violence  to  words  very  clear 
& plain 

Had  the  message  of  the  Councill  been  understood  as  An 
Enquiry  concerning  the  bill  there  in  mentioned,  our  answer 
Sufficiently  intimates  an  Inclination  to  have  Complyed  with 
it  but  for  that  board  to  take  notice  of  a bill  by  us  laid  on  the 
table  to  be  farther  Considered  att  our  next  meeting,  And  to 
tell  us  in  Effect  unless  wee  receeded  from  our  former  proceed- 
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ings  And  agreed  to,  amended  or  disagreed  to  the  bill  this  we 
Looked  upon  as  dictating  to  us  what  we  were  to  do,  and  was 
therefore  inconsistent  with  that  freedom  of  Acting  wee  Con- 
ceive our  Selves  Equally  Entituled  to  with  that  board,  And 
therefore  wee  Still  think  Justly  Complained  of  as  unusuall, 
though  the  Subject  matter  of  this  dispute  is  Since  Amicably 
Ended,  yet  we  Should  have  been  wanting  to  our  Selves  had 
we  Said  less  in  Vindication  of  our  past  Conduct  from  the 
Imputation  Laid  upon  us

Rediculing  our  Constitutions  by  words  & Acts  &c.  This 
Board  having  considered  the  Petition  think  it  is  Conceived 
in  such  General  Terms  that  nothing  certain  can  be  well  Col- 
lected from  it  And  that  if  the  persons  complained  against 
have  been  guilty  of  any  crimes  they  might  have  been  prose- 
cuted by  presentment  or  Indictment  or  upon  application  to 
this  Board  setting  forth  any  matter  Criminal  with  Sufficient 
Certainty  by  information  by  leave  of  the  President — But 
although  no  Sufficient  Certainty  to  ground  any  prosecution 
or  Censure  of  this  Board  doth  appear  upon  the  face  of  the 
Petition,  Yet  because  it  is  possible  the  Petitioners  may  be 
able  to  make  just  cause  of  complaint  appear  It  is  ordered  that

Col:  Reading  presented  to  the  President  in  Writing  the 
Opinion  of  the  Members  of  this  Board  upon  the  matters 
Referred  to  them  by  his  Honour  Yesterday  which  was 
Ordered  to  be  Read  and  Entered  in  the  Minutes  of  Council, 
And  follows  in  these  Words  Viz* 

To  the  Honourable  John  Hamilton  Esqr  President  of  his 
Majestys  Council  and  Commander  in  Chief  of  the  Province 
of  New  Jersey. 
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Sir. 

Col.  Lewis  Morris  having  thought  fit  Yesterday  at  the 
Council  Board  to  Demand  the  Administration  of  the  Gov- 
ernment of  this  Province  by  virtue  of  his  Majestys  Commis- 
sion and  the  Royal  Instructions  to  the  late  Governor,  and 
Your  Honour  having  been  Pleased  to  Referr  the  Considera- 
tion of  that  Affair  to  Us,  and  laid  the  said  Commission  and 
Royal  Instructions  before  Us  that  We  might  be  Enabled  to 
Form  a Judgment  whether  any  Article  or  Clause  therein  can 
Affect  the  present  Administration  of  this  Government  so  as 
to  give  the  said  Col.  Morris  any  Right  Thereto  We  have 
with  all  the  Caution  and  Attention  that  becomes  Us  on  this 
Extraordinary  Occasion  Perused  them  both,  and  do  find  that 
the  last  Clause  of  the  Royal  Commission  is  in  these  Words 
Viz4  “And  if  upon  Your  Death  or  Absence  out  of  Our  said 
“ Province  there  be  no  Person  upon  the  Place  Commission- 
“ ated  or  Appointed  by  Us  to  be  Our  Lieutenant  Governor 
“or  Commander  in  Chief  of  the  said  Province  Our  Will 
“ and  Pleasure  is,  that  the  Eldest  Councillor  whose  name  is 
“first  Placed  in  Our  said  Instructions  to  You  and  who  shall 
“ be  at  the  time  of  your  Death  or  Absence  Residing  within 
“ Our  said  Province  of  New  Jersey  shall  take  upon  him  the 
“ Administration  of  the  Government  and  Execute  Our  said 
“ Commission  and  Instructions  and  the  Several  Powers  and 
“ Authorities  therein  Contained  in  the  same  manner  and  to 
“ All  Intents  and  Purposes  as  other  Our  Governor  or  Com- 
“ mander  in  Chief  of  Our  said  Province  should  or  ought  to 
“ Do  in  Case  of  your  Absence  untill  your  Return,  or  In  all 
“Cases  untill  our  further  Pleasure  be  known  Therein. 
From  whence  We  think  it  very  Clear  and  Plain  that  the 
Administration  of  the  Government  is  Legally  vested  in  Your 
Honour  and  Devolved  on  You  upon  the  Death  of  the  late 
President  Col.  Anderson  You  being  at  that  time  the  Eldest 
Councillor  Residing  within  the  said  Province  and  having 
been  duly  Sworn,  Thereinto,  and  though  by  the  Royall 
Instructions  Col : Morris’s  Name  is  the  first  in  the  List  of 
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Councillors,  We  cannot  think  his  return  from  England 
(where  he  was  at  the  time  last  mentioned)  Can  any  ways 
Entitle  him  to  the  Government  because  the  Clause  in  the 
Royal  Commission  above  mentioned  seems  to  Us  to  be  a 
Barr  against  any  such  Pretension  for  We  find  in  the  minutes 
of  Council  an  Instruction  bearing  Date  the  third  day  of  May 
1707  from  her  late  Majesty  Queen  Anne  to  the  Lord  Corn- 
bury  then  Governor  of  this  Province  in  these  Words  Viz* 
“ Whereas  by  a Clause  in  our  Commission  and  Instructions 
to  You  Our  Captain  General  and  Governor  in  Chief  of  Our 
Province  of  New  Jersey  It  is  Directed,  that  upon  your  Death 
or  Absence  in  Case  there  be  no  Lieutenant  Governor  appointed 
by  Us  upon  the  Place;  then  the  Council  do  take  upon  them 
the  Administration  of  the  Government  and  that  the  Eldest 
Councillor  do  Preside,  as  by  the  said  Commission  and  In- 
structions is  more  particularly  Set  forth  And  we  having 
Observed  that  this  Instruction  has  given  occasion  of  many 
Controversies  and  Disputes  between  the  Presidents  and  the 
Councillors  and  between  the  Councillors  themselves  and 
otherwise  in  several  of  our  Plantations  to  the  great  hinder- 
ance  of  the  Publick  Business  and  the  Prejudice  and  disturb- 
ance of  Our  Service  there  Our  Will  and  Pleasure  therefore 
is  that  if  upon  your  Death  or  Absence  there  be  no  Person 
upon  the  Place  Commissionated  by  Us  to  be  Our  Lieutenant 
Governor  or  Commander  in  Chief,  the  Eldest  Councillor 
whose  Name  is  first  placed  in  our  said  Instructions  to  you 
and  who  shall  be  at  that  time  of  your  Death  or  Absence 
Presiding1  within  Our  said  Province  of  New  Jersey  shall 
take  upon  him  the  Administration  of  the  Government  and 
Execute  our  said  Commission  and  Instructions  and  the  sev- 
eral Powers  and  authorities  therein  Contained  in  the  same 
manner  and  to  all  intents  and  purposes  as  either  Our  Gov- 
ernor or  Commander  in  Chief  should  or  Ought  to  do,  in 
Case  of  your  Absence  untill  your  Return  or  in  all  Cases 
untill  Our  further  Pleasure  be  known  Therein  which  are  the 
very  Words  in  the  above  mentioned  Clause  and  appear  to  Us 


1 Residing. 
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to  be  in  Order  to  prevent  Disputes  of  this  very  Nature  and 
are  full  in  the  present  Case  Neither  do  We  think  any  thing 
less  than  the  Royal  Pleasure  signified  in  Express  Words  can 
Divest  your  Honour  of  the  Administration  or  Give  Col: 
Morris  a Right  to  it,  not  the  Royal  Instruction  (a  Copy  of 
which  he  tendered  to  the  Board  yesterday)  had  he  been 
pleased  to  Shew  it,  For  it  appears  by  the  Minutes  of  Coun- 
cil, that  That  very  Gentleman  was  in  the  Year  1709  Sus- 
pended from  his  Place  in  the  Council  here,  and  was  not 
Restored  Thereto  but  by  a Letter  from  Her  late  Majesty 
Queen  Anne  under  her  Sign  Manual  to  Col : Hunter  then 
Governor  of  this  Province  Dated  the  8th  of  January  1709/10 — 
Commanding  her  said  Governor  to  Restore  him  (in  express 
Words)  to  his  Place  and  precedency  in  the  Council.  How 
much  more  Reason  is  there  then  to  Expect  the  Order  should 
be  very  Express  that  is  to  Divest  you  of  the  Administration 
of  this  Government  of  which  you  are  in  Possession  by 
Express  Words  both  in  the  Royal  Commission  and  Instruc- 
tions to  the  late  Governor. 

For  we  cannot  find  anything  in  the  Royal  Instructions 
that  Can  give  Col.  Morris  any  Colour  or  Pretence  to  Demand 
or  take  upon  him  the  Administration  of  the  Government 
except  his  Name  being  the  first  in  the  List  of  the  Councillors 
as  in  truth  it  is  in  the  Instruction  N°  1,  but  that  Gentleman 
was  in  England  and  had  been  there  more  than  twelve  months 
before  the  Death  either  of  the  late  Governor  or  President  as 
is  before  mentioned,  and  did  absent  himself  from  this  Pro- 
vince and  continue  Absent  for  near  the  Space  of  two  Years 
without  leave  from  the  then  Governor  under  his  Hand  and 
Seal  or  any  other  ways  that  W e could  ever  hear  or  Learn ; 
And  therefore  we  are  of  Opinion  that  by  the  Kings  Instruc- 
tion N°  10  his  Place  in  his  Majesty’s  Council  in  this  Province 
is  become  void,  And  upon  the  whole  that  the  Administra- 
tion of  the  Government  is  Legally  and  Rightfull  vested  in 
Your  Honour.  And  We  make  no  Question  but  You  will 
Steadilly  pursue  such  measures  as  may  best  Conduce  to  the 
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Honour  and  Interest  of  his  Majesty  and  his  Good  Subjects 
here,  and  Exert  the  Authority  You  are  [invested]  with  in 
the  Preservation  of  the  Peace  of  the  Province.

the  Sixteenth  Day  of  November  next,  the  other  About  Pub- 
lick  Prayers  for  her  Royal  Highness  the  Princess  of  Wales 
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and  both  of  them  Signed  by  the  said  Lewis  Morris  and 
Sealed  with  his  Seal.1 

Which  having  been  Read,  this  Board  are  unanimously  of 
Opinion  that  the  Emitting*the  said  Proclamations  is  a Daring 
Insult  upon  his  Majesty’s  Authority  and  of  Dangerous  Con- 
sequence to  the  Peace  of  this  Province  And  the  said  Lewis 
Morris  being  now  somewhere  within  the  Same  They  do 
Advise  his  Honour  forthwith  to  Issue  a Proclamation  Com- 
manding All  Magistrates  and  other  Officers  of  Justice  in  the 
said  Province  to  Apprehend  the  said  Lewis  Morris  and  Com- 
mit him  to  Prison  for  the  said  Offence  there  to  remain  till  he 
be  delivered  from  thence  by  due  Course  of  Law.
